Arabia 
ended 
the 
boycott 
unconditionally. Algeria said it 
would go along at least until 
June 1. Libya and Syria refused 
to lift the embargo at all. Iraq 
never observed it. 
Saudi 
Arabia, 
the 
world’s 
largest petroleum-exporting na­ 
tion, even went so far as to 
promise the U.S. ‘all the oil it 
needs.” 
The action brought sighs of 
relief from the hard-hit auto 
industry and other sections of 
the 
economy, 
but 
caution 
quickly settled in as shown by 
stock prices that briefly rallied 
on 
the 
New 
York 
Stock 
Exchange then dropped to close 
lower. 
“The degree to which Arab 
oil will 
help 
alleviate 
this 
country’s 
short 
term 
supply 
situation will depend on wheth­ 
er Arab production is restored 
to 
pre-embargo 
levels,” 
a 
spokesman for the oil industry’s 
American Petroleum Institute. 
“ Once 
this 
oil 
becomes 
available, it will probably take 
from 60 to 90 days for these 
supplies to make an apprecia­ 
ble impact on consumers in the 
United States, of our energy 
supply problems.” 
Shell, Oil Co. said lifting of 
the embargo “ is good news, but

The time has come for Americans to 
understand—and appreciate—the humani­ 
tarian nature of the law enforcement 
profession. 
Obviously, there is much the police officer 
does that is distasteful to many. Depriving 
people of their liberty, even by lawful arrests, 
is rarely regarded as an endearing human 
act. The intensity of vigorous and penetrating 
investigations is likely to offend even those 
persons interviewed though they have no 
complicity with crime. The urgency and 
directness of many law enforcement in­ 
quiries necessarily fracture the social ameni­ 
ties some people would like to receive. 
Hence, it is not surprising that the actions 
of law enforcement personnel in their 
performance of duty often arouse criticism. 
But the officer has no alternative—he must 
carry out his legal duties. He must enforce 
the laws of the land so that all of us can enjoy 
the benefits of liberty and justice. 
Far too frequently, I regret to say, the 
human qualities of these men of the law are 
overlooked ... or deliberately denied. 
In my more than 30 years in the law 
enforcement profession I have known thou­ 
sands of officers. They are not cold ogres, 
inhuman automatons, brutal sadists No, they 
are human; they have emotions, they possess 
a deep and abiding concern in their fellow 
man. 
If citizens could see the officer off duty they 
would realize that he enjoys his family and 
children, he is a good neighbor, he faces the 
sicknesses and tragedies of life like all of us. 
Inconsiderate words or deeds by citizens 
can offset. . . and undercut. . . the countless 
acts of genuine compassion which these 
officers perform daily for their communities. 
Is there ever an hour in the day when an 
officer does not risk his life for a fellow 
citizen? 
How many times has he helped the needy, 
the sick, and those who are accident victims? 
How many times has he consoled the 
broken-hearted. . . shown kindness to the 
despondent.. . calmed the distraught? 
I would very much like for Americans to 
look upon their police as friends ... as men 
and women who are human, compassionate, 
and understanding. 
In our democratic society the officer of the 
law is not to be feared ... but respected for 
his ability, his fairness, and his humaneness. 
This is the kind of officer we have today

Preservation, 
"d as s ification 
and enjoyment of Indiana’s 
natural, scenic and recreational 
streams and rivers got a big 
boost from the last two General 
Assemblies. 
It all started when Paul R. 
Sanders, a graduate1 student at 
Purdue University undertook a 
summer’s study of Hoosier 
waterways while working on a 
m a s t e r ’ s degree in con­ 
servation. Traveling nearly 200 
miles by canoe and along roads, 
he established a rating system. 
Sanders 6aid: “The state of 
Indiana 
has 
no 
organized 
system for canoeing, so I at­ 
tempted to come up with some 
sort of system for recreation 
so outdoorsmen could canoe, 
hike 
or 
fish 
along 
the 
designated streams.1’ 
The study became a part of 
the Department of Natural 
Recreational planning program, 
and the 1973 General Assembly 
enacted the first law. 
Director Joseph Cloud com- 
m e n t e d : “'This landmark 
legislation sets for the procedure 
to preserve those truly out­ 
standing streams in Indiana for 
not only the present but future 
generations of Hoosiers to ob­ 
serve and enjoy.” 
A start on the project was 
included in the $16 million 
c o m p r e h e n s i v e program, 
recommended 
to 
the 
1974 
General Assembly. While some 
cuts were made in the overall 
request, funds are available to 
make a start. Some $250,000 was 
requested to acquire adjacent 
land, construct access areas 
with parking lots, picnicing site 
and rest facilities. 
Sugar 
Creek, 
the 
Blue, 
Whitewater, Tippecanoe and 
Big Walnut were high on the list 
to be considered as criteria was 
being developed for waterways 
to qualify. 
Adopted 
by 
the 
Natural 
Resources Commission, the new 
criteria will be applied to Blue 
River as the first priority. A 
study will be made from 
Fredericksburg to the new 
projected 
Wyandotte 
Woods 
recreation complex. 
Two important features to be 
considered require the stream 
to be at least ten miles long 
and capable of canoeing from 
March through June. The study 
will look at the bank for 
naturalness of and depth of 
v e g e t a t i o n , any physical 
modifications made to the 
course of the stream and 
nearby buildings, points of 
access and quality of water, as 
well as natural features. 
The process first requires a 
study, expected to be completed 


by August with re-commendation 
to be given to the Commission. 
A Public hearing must he ad­ 
vertised and held. If adopted, 
scenic easements are purchased 
for pUblic access, with land- 
downers continuing to utilize the 
land while preserving 
the 
naturalness

Waterways, 
thanks to efforts of a Purdue 
s t u d e n t , 
a

When Government officials 
fail to follow the law, what can 
be expected of citizens? 
Admittedly, the phosphate ban 
is not enforced, 
constantly 
v i o l a t e d and controversial. 
Seeking repeal of the ban, one 
legislator took the floor, ad­ 
mitting itockpiling of phosphate 
detergents, declaring intent to 
not 
comply,

The blonde Mrs. Peck knows 
that NON is bucking deep 
tradition in a. country where 
having children is expected of 
couples, 'where the family is 
revered, where Mother’s and 
Father’s Day were established. 
“Inevitably ail young people 
hear is 
the 
fulfillment 
of 
parenthood,” she said. “Moth­ 
erhood is given such adoration. 
I believe it should be respected, 
and that’s not the same as 
adulation.” 
Met Some Opposition 
Mrs. Peck said, that NON, in 
its second year, had met some 
opposition, but not any formal 
group protests. “The opposition 
comes at a personal level,” she 
said.“But there are not very many 
people who, when you get right 
down to it, will tell you. to have 
children. 
“Our system of universal 
parenthood simply won’t work. 
We’re too crowded in our 
modes of living ... a nightmare 
of masses. 
“True, the government statis­ 
tics show the fertility rate has 
d r o p p e d below the ‘re­ 
placement’ level. But the truth 
is, the real numbers in our 
population grow about 2 million 
moca a yaar.” 


NON is 
one 
of 
several 
organizations concerned with 
the hazards of overpopulation. 
One of the oldest, Planned 
Parenthood, has its roots in 
Margaret Sanger’s work in 
birth control in the early part 
of this century. Fairly new to 
the scene, like NON, is Zero 
Population Growth (ZPG). 
“Quality of Parents” 
Mrs. Peck, in an interview, 
explained that all overlap to an 
extent in their goals. ZPG 
“emphasizes the dangers to our 
environment 
of 
too 
many 
people. 
“NON emphasizes the bene­ 
fits of child-free life styles. But 
we are concerned about chil­ 
dren. That is why we’re 
concerned about the quality of 
parents. 
“Notice I emphasize child- 
free, not child-less. We reject 
the suggestion that one without 
children is less.” 
The National Organization for 
Non-Parents grew from Mrs. 
Peck’s research on a book that 
started out to he about “fun 
marriages” and ended up titled 
“The Baby Trap” in which she 
exhorted that marriages fre­ 
quently soured after children 
came along. 
Then the letters started, 
mostly from young wives who 
supported her expos» of the 
“baby sell” in this country. 
NON’» membership now num­ 
bers 2,000 around the nation, 
she said. They’re singles and 
marrieds and about 30 per cent 
already have children. Support 
is by $10 individual member­ 
ship plus “several large dona­ 
tions,” she said.

F at is Beautiful 
Fat is beautiful? Of course 
it is. But I’m not speaking of 
someone who is carrying around 
excess pounds. I am referring 
to fat in our food. We need 
it. It is essential, nutritionally. 
And food would not taste very 
good without it. 
Certainly there are varying 
degi 'ces of liking for fat. One 
person may prefer leaner meats 
than another. 1 may put more 
butter on my bread than you 
do. Anyone of us should overdo 
fat in our meals anymore than 
we 
should overdo their sub­ 
stances. like salt, or pepper, 
or whatever. 
A Relentless War 
But the war against fat has 
been so relentless that some of 
us might believe it is a kind 
of poison, Instead, I suggest you 
would not wish to eat a meal 
if it was anywhere near devoid 
of fat. 
Even the people who tell you 
to fear cholesterol only suggest 
about 10 per cent reduction in 
the 
average 
American’s 
fat 
consumption. We supposedly, on 
average, 
consume meals that 
contain 40 per cent fat. The 
cholesterol theorists suggest a 
reduction to 35 per cent. Most 
nutritionists, 
I 
believe, 
agree 
this 
is 
a 
good 
idea. 
The 
argument 
simply 
is 
whether 
there is any sense in eating less 
saturated 
fats 
and 
more 
p iyunsaturated fats. 
Polyunsaturated fats are, as 
you probably know', 
available 
from vegetable sources, prin­ 
cipally from corn or safflower 
oils. During the past 50 years 
( while the incidence of heart 
disease 
has 
increased) 
the 
consumption of vegetable oils 
has gone up. During the same 
years 
saturated 
fats 
con­ 
sumption has gone down. So I 


don’t see a córrelary with heart 
disease that, 
in turn, should 
make you fear saturated fats. 
As 
a 
m atter 
of 
fact, 
a 
reseacher 
in 
the 
College 
cf 
Physicians 
and 
Surgeons 
at 
Columbia 
University 
recently 
has 
advanced 
a 
new theory 
regarding 
c h o l e s t e r o l . 
Cholesterol, as you know', is one 
of the 
fatty 
substances that 
some researchers think may be 
related to heart disease. They 
cite statistics that individuals 
with high levels of cholesterol 
in their blood have more heart 
attacks and strokes. 
Meanwhile, Dr. Hans Kaunitz 
at 
Columbia 
suggests 
that 
cholesterol may be a “ repair” 
substance. He says cholesterol 
occurs 
in 
large 
amounts 
whereever there is a diseased 
organ and repair processes are 
going on. This, he says, may 
p a r t l y 
e x p l a i n 
w h y 
atherosclerotic lesions 
(in. ar­ 
teries) 
contain 
a 
high 
con­ 
centration of cholesterol. 
E at A Balance Diet 
Well, in my opinion, the best 
nutritional 
approach 
to 
total 
health is to eat a blaanced diet 
chosen from a wide variety of 
foods. 
And 
you 
should 
not 
consume more calories than you 
need to maintain your ideal 
weight. This may mean eating 
somewhat 
less 
fat. 
It 
could 
easily mean less sweets and 
starches, less heavy gravies and 
perhaps a more sparing use of 
salad oils. 
So 
don’t 
fear 
fats: 
Enjoy 
them with moderation. Besides 
taste and perhaps g reat benefits 
we don't yet know about, fats 
give us energy and the fat- 
soluble vitam ins ( A, D, E and 
K). Fats also are part of th e 
structure of body cells. And 
they form protective cushions 
around vital organs

A modest rising trend seems

But despair not.

strong offers several tips that 
can help whittle down your food 
bill: 


S h o p 
your 
newspaper’s 
superm arket 
ad 
for 
all 
it’s 
worth to save time and money. 
Find 
out 
what 
m eats, 
fresh 
produce, 
frozen 
foods, 
and 
staples 
are 
on 
special, 
then 
work them 
into your week’s 
meals. 
Take 
advantage 
of 
“ feature specials.” 
Before you start out, plan 
your menus completely enough 
to guide you in making up a 
shopping list. Jo t down Items 
by departm ents to save steps 
and avoid forgetting anything. 
And rem em ber to take your list 
with you! 
On 
your 
shopping 
list, 
jot 
down “ alternates” in case one 
food 
is 
a 
better 
buy 
than 
another. A special on canned 
pears may mean savings over 
the fresh ones you wanted. 
Aged natural cheese are the 
most 
expensive 
cheese; 
the 
process 
varieties, 
particularly 
in large packages, are the least 
expensive per pound. All are 
rich in protein and good-for- 
your foods. 
Buy according to your storage 
space. For instance, fam ily-aiie 
bags 
of

Take tim e to read labels and 
compare brands, grades, and 
sizes. House or regional brands 
often cost less than nationally 
advertised brands.

Most, families, 
like surprises, and you’ll enjoy 
trying something new. However, 
not alt “ im pulse” buying is 
good. It’s better to pick up ideas
